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Greater benefits under the Guaranteed Income Supplement pro- 
gram for many more Canadian Old Age Security pensioners were 
provided by recent legislation introduced by me and passed by 
Parliament. 


From April, 1971, the maximum combined monthly benefit under 
the Old Age Security pension plus the supplement has been increased 
to $135 for single people and $255 for married couples. 


lf after reading this booklet you are not sure whether you qualify 
for the Guaranteed Income Supplement, please get in touch with the 
regional director of Old Age Security in the capital city of your 
province.

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INFORMATION ABOUT 
THE GUARANTEED INCOME SUPPLEMENT 


Increased Benefits for Pensioners 

Parliament has made a number of changes in the Guaranteed 
Income Supplement program. This plan provides for a monthly pay- 
ment to be added to your Old Age Security pension if you have no 
other income or only a small income. The changes will result in 
more pensioners being eligible for a supplement and much higher 
payments to many. 


New Rates of Pension and Supplement 
The new maximum combined pension and supplement beginning in 

April, 1971, will be — 

@ $135 a month for a single person or a married person whose 
husband or wife is NOT a pensioner 

® $255 for a married couple where both are pensioners — $127.50 
EACH. 


These combined payments are made up of: 

® Pension of $80 and supplement of $55 — Total of $135 

@ Pension of $80 and supplement of $47.50 EACH — Total of $127.50 
EACH. 


The supplements for married and single pensioners are different 
because the expenses of a single person living alone are normally 
more than half as great as those of a married couple. 


Tables showing rates of payment for one year beginning April, 
1971, based on your income in 1970 and whether or not you are 
married, are on pages 6,7 and 8 of this booklet. 


Starting in January, 1971, the pension itself has been set at $80 
a month. Any future adjustment in the rate will take place only as 
the result of a decision by Parliament. 


However, if you are entitled to a supplement in the year beginning 
April, 1971, your combined pension and supplement will be increased 
in April, 1972, in accordance with a Pension Index related to the cost 
of living. It is expected that the increase will amount to $2.70 a month 
for a single pensioner and $5.10 ($2.55 each) a month for a married 
couple where both are pensioners. 


Change in Payment Year 

You will now be applying for a supplement for a fiscal year, which 
is the twelve-month period beginning April, 1971, and ending March, 
1972. The amount of your monthly payments in that fiscal year will 
depend on your income in the calendar year, January to December, 


1970.

Period of Change 

Each pensioner who qualifies for a supplement in January, February 
or March, 1971 will receive total payments of up to $113.61 a month. 
Your eligibility for one or more of these three months will be con- 
sidered automatically if you received a supplement for December, 
1970, or if you send in the enclosed application. 


Did You Receive a Supplement in 1970? 

If you were getting a Guaranteed Income Supplement at the end of 
1970, you will continue to get it in January, February and March, 
1971, on the same basis but with an additional $2.20 a month. 


If your application for the new year is not received in time to pay 
you your new rate in April, 1971, you will receive the same supple- 
ment as in March until your payment can be adjusted and back-dated 
to April. 


Will You Receive a Supplement for the 
First Time in 1971? 

If you did NOT get a supplement in 1970, but are entitled for the 
year April, 1971 to March, 1972, whether you are eligible for the 
first three months of 1971 will depend on your income in the 1970 
calendar year (January to December, 1970). 


What is Counted as Income? 

Anything considered as income for Income Tax purposes is counted 
as income for the purpose of the Guaranteed Income Supplement, even 
if the amount is not large enough to require payment of Income Tax. 
Certain deductions are allowed in both cases, but Income Tax exemp- 
tions do not apply to the Guaranteed Income Supplement. Further 
details about what you must list as income in applying for a supple- 
ment are given in the guide for filling out the application form. This 
begins on page 12. 


The amount of your income in 1970 will be used to decide whether 
you are eligible for a supplement from April, 1971 to March, 1972, 
and how much it will be. You should show your 17970 income on the 
application form. 


Loss of or Reduction in Retirement 
Income in 1970, 1971 or 1972 

If you received a retirement pension from your former employer 
or other similar payment, such as from an annuity, in 1970, you 
should report this in item (1) of section 8 of the application form. 
If such a payment has been or will be reduced or discontinued 
between January 1, 1970 and March 31, 1972, please explain this 
when you send in your application. A special form will be sent to you. 
On it you may estimate your income for the calendar year 1971 or 
1972, depending on when the change in income occurred. You may 
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substitute this estimate for your 1970 income for the purpose of 
determining your entitlement to a supplement. If you have already 
suffered loss of or reduction in your retirement income, the form will 
be sent to you immediately. If this happens later, the form will be 
sent to you upon request. 


lf the same type of change occurs in your husband's or wife’s 
retirement income between January 1, 1970 and March 31, 1972, a 
substitution of an estimate of income may be made in the same way 
as in your Case. 


These arrangements are similar to those where a person retired 
or will retire between January 1, 1970 and March 31, 1972, as 
explained in section 5 on page 13 of the guide. You may both take 
advantage of these arrangements more than once should your incomes 
change for these reasons. 


Should YOU Apply for a Supplement? 

If you think you may be entitled to a Guaranteed Income Supplement 
in the year April, 1971 to March, 1972, you should apply NOW. This 
is true whether or not you received a supplement in 1970. A new 
application is required each year. \f you believe you would not be 
eligible, it is not necessary to fill out and send in the application form. 


The tables on pages 6,7 and 8 will show you whether you might 
qualify for a supplement for the year April, 1971 to March, 1972, 
and if so, what the amount of your supplement will be. First, look at 
the headings of the tables to see which table applies to you. The 
proper table depends on whether you are married; OR single, a 
widow(er), of divorced. Then compare your income with the amounts 
shown in the table. You will see whether your income is low enough 
for you to qualify, and if so, what amount of supplement you should 
receive for the year April, 1971 to March, 1972. 


When calculating your income in order to co‘ipare it with the right 
table, add to your income for 1970 any benefits you expect to receive 
in 1971 from the Canada Pension Plan or the Quebec Pension Plan 
EXCEPT a lump sum Death Benefit. When filling out your application 
form, however, do NOT include the Canada Pension Plan or Quebec 
Pension Plan benefits you expect to receive in 1971 as part of your 
1970 income. Show them in the space provided in section 7 of the 


application form. 


If you do not indicate in your application that you are to receive 
payments from the Canada Pension Plan or Quebec Pension Plan in 
1971, but start to receive such benefits at any time during 1971, you 
should report this immediately to the Old Age Security office. 


After comparing your 1970 income with the tables, if you think that 
you could qualify for a supplement in the year April, 1971 to March, 
1972, fill out your application form and send it in right away.

Effect of Supplement on Some Types of 
Allowances or Assistance Payments 

War Veterans Allowance, Dependent Parents Pension, as well as 
allowance and assistance payments from provincial or municipal gov- 
ernments, are not counted as income for Guaranteed Income Supple- 
ment purposes. On the other hand, the supplement and the Old Age 
Security pension itself are considered as income in deciding on the 
eligibility of a person for a War Veterans Allowance or a similar 
benefit payable on a means or needs test basis. 


lf you, or your husband or wife are receiving one of these benefits 
it is advisable to get in touch with the officials who issue the payments 
to you before completing the Guaranteed Income Supplement applica- 
tion. They can advise you whether or not it would be in your best 
interests to apply for a supplement. 


How to Apply 

You apply for a Guaranteed Income Supplement by filling out the 
enclosed form on which your name, address and Old Age Security 
number are printed. Return it in the envelope provided. A guide to 
help you fill out the application is included in this booklet, beginning 
on page 12. 


Application by Married Couples 

If you are married, and your husband or wife is also receiving an 
Old Age Security pension, each of you will receive an application 
form for the supplement. You should each fill out your own form and 
then mail them together in ONE envelope. 


lf your husband or wife is not receiving the Old Age Security 
pension, a form on which a statement of his or her income must be 
made will be sent to you after your application is received. 


Your application for a supplement can be dealt with only when 
your husband's or wife’s application, or a statement of his or her 
income, has been received. This is because your combined income 
must be taken into account in deciding on your entitlement. It is 
important, therefore, that the forms be sent in without delay. Each of 
you should list your own income — not your combined income. 


If your husband or wife will begin to receive the Old Age Security 
pension for the first time part way through the twelve months from 
April, 1971 to March, 1972, the rate of supplement you will receive 
up to the month he or she begins to receive the pension is shown in 
Table 3. The rate of supplement you will receive after your husband 
or wife begins to receive the pension is shown in Table 2. 


If you are separated, and have been separated for at least one year 
as of March 31, 1971, you may be considered as a single person for 
Guaranteed Income Supplement purposes. If you have not been separ- 
ated for a year, but you cannot obtain a statement of income from 
your husband or wife, and he or she does not apply for a supplement, 
you may be considered as a single person. 
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Although you may not be separated it may be that, through circum- 
stances beyond your control, you are not able to live in the same 
dwelling with your husband or wife; for instance where one of you 
is in a hospital or nursing home. In this situation, it may be possible 
to treat you, for Guaranteed Income Supplement purposes, as though 
you were not married, if that would be of benefit to you. If this 
should be the situation in your case, please explain when making 
your application. 


Application on Behalf of a Pensioner 

If an Old Age Security pensioner is unable because of illness or 
other reason to fill out an application for the supplement, this may be 
done for him by any responsible person, who should sign the form and 
give his own name and address as well as the reason why he has acted 
for the pensioner. If the Old Age Security pension is paid to a trustee, 
the trustee should fill out the application for a supplement. 


Additional Information and Help in Applying 

Pensioners requiring help to fill out their applications will no doubt 
be assisted by sons, daughters, relatives or friends. If such help is not 
available to you, or you would like additional information, you may 
call at the regional Old Age Security office in the capital city of your 
province. If you do not live in the provincial capital, call at a Canada 
Pension Plan office, if there is one in your community. If there is not, 
you should write to the regional Old Age Security office. If your 
inquiry has to do with your income, assistance may be obtained from 
your nearest Income Tax district office. ) 


When Will You Receive the Supplement? 

If you received a supplement in 1970, it will continue for the 
months of January, February and March, 1971, on the same basis but 
at the higher rate payable for those three months. Your eligibility from 
April, 1971 to March, 1972, will be based on your new application. 
Do not delay in sending in your application for any reason; for 
instance, if you are waiting to receive statements of your income from 
an employer, your bank, or other agency. If your application is not 
received early enough for the new rate to be paid to you in April, 
your supplement will continue beyond March, 1971, at the rate for 
that month. When your application is received, the supplement will 
be adjusted back to April. 


If you did not receive a supplement in 1970, your entitlement for 
the year April, 1971 to March, 1972, as well as your possible eligi- 
bility for January, February and March, 1971, can only be determined 
when the enclosed application, filled out by you, reaches the Old Age 
Security office. The sooner the application is received, the sooner 
payment of the supplement can be made. If you become eligible for 
an Old Age Security pension after January, 1971, payment of the 
Supplement will normally begin in the same month as your pension. 


If you are eligible for a supplement as of April, 1971, you will be 
sent a notice indicating the amount of your monthly supplement. | 
If you do not understand the reason for that amount, please write to 
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the Regional Director of Old Age Security in the Capital city of your 
province. If you do not qualify for a supplement you will be informed 
of the reason. 


Payment of the Guaranteed Income 
Supplement Outside of Canada 

If you are receiving a supplement and leave Canada, the supplement 
will be paid for the month you leave and for six further months. If you 
have not returned by then, payment of the supplement will be dis- 
continued. It may be paid again when you return. 


If, on the date when a supplement would otherwise become payable 
to you, you have been absent from Canada for six months, no supple- 
ment will be paid until you return. If you have been absent less than 
six months, a supplement may be paid until you have been away for 
six months. It will then be discontinued until you return. 


Right to Appeal 

If you are not satisfied after receiving an explanation that the 
decision made in your case is a proper one within the terms of the 
legislation, you have a right of appeal. Information on how to make an 
appeal can be obtained from the Regional Director of Old Age Security. 
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GUIDE FOR 
FILLING OUT APPLICATION FORM 


You should consult the tables on pages 6,7 and 8 to see whether you 
may be eligible for a supplement, before beginning to fill out your 
application form. 


Follow this guide carefully, section by section, as you fill out your 
application form. 


1. DATE OF YOUR BIRTH. 
Enter your date of birth here. 


2. SOCIAL INSURANCE NUMBER 

This is not the same as your Old Age Security number, shown 
beside your name at the top of your application form. If you have a 
Social Insurance Number you have received a card showing that 
number. If such a number has been assigned to you, please put it in 
item number 2. Be careful to copy it accurately. If you do not have a 
Social Insurance Number, leave the space blank. 


3. MARITAL STATUS 

Show whether you were married, separated, a widow/(er), divorced 
Or single on the date you fill out the application or as of March 31, 
1971, whichever is earlier. Put a check mark in the proper block. 
If you are separated, give the date of separation. We must know your 
marital status in order to determine your entitlement for the year 
April, 1971 to March, 1972. 


If you show on your application that you were married or separated, 
your husband's or wife’s name and address must be given. 


If you apply after March 31, 1971, and between that date and when 
you apply you became a widow(er), or were married or divorced, you 
should so inform the Old Age Security office when you send in your 
application. You should also inform the regional office if your marital 
status changes after you have applied. If it would be to your financial 
advantage, the rate of your Guaranteed Income Supplement could be 
adjusted. 
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If your husband or wife is a pensioner, put a check mark in the ‘‘Yes”’ 
space and give his or her Old Age Security number. 


If your husband or wife is not receiving an Old Age Security pension, 
simply check the ‘‘No”’ space and enter his or her date of birth. 
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5. RETIREMENT IN 1970, 1971 OR 1972 

If you were employed or were in business in 1970, your income in 
1970 might disqualify you for a full or partial supplement from April 
1971 to March 1972. If you retired at any time from January 1, 1970 
on, or expect to retire not later than March 31, 1972, give the last 
date of your employment. A special form will be sent to you on which 
you may give your estimate of your income for the calendar year 1971 
or 1972. This will be substituted for your 1970 income for the purpose 
of calculating your entitlement to a supplement. The form will be sent 
out immediately if you have already retired. If you have not yet retired, 
the form will reach you right after the date of your retirement. 


If your husband or wife is not a pensioner and is to submit a state- 
ment of his or her income for 1970, and if he or she retired or will 
retire between January 1, 1970 and March 31, 1972, a substitution 
of income may be made in the same way as for yourself. 


6. CONTRIBUTIONS TO CANADA PENSION PLAN 

OR QUEBEC PENSION PLAN 

The Canada Pension Plan and the Quebec Pension Plan are similar, 
the former operating in all provinces of Canada except Quebec. 
Benefits paid under these plans are not the same as Old Age Security 
pension payments. Under the Canada Pension Plan and the Quebec 
Pension Plan, retirement pensions are payable to people who were 
employed or self-employed on or after January 1, 1966, and who 
contributed to either plan. Survivors’ benefits and disability pensions 
are also payable under these plans. Check either ‘‘Yes’’ or ‘‘No”’ to 
say whether or not a part of any earnings you may have had since 
January, 1966, has been paid into the Canada Pension Plan or the 
Quebec Pension Plan. 


7. PAYMENT FROM CANADA PENSION PLAN 

OR QUEBEC PENSION PLAN 

Payments received this year (1971) from the Canada Pension Plan - 
or the Quebec Pension Plan, except a lump-sum Death Benefit, must 
be counted in deciding on your entitlement to the Guaranteed Income 
Supplement from April 1971 to March 1972. Therefore, you should 
NOT include any Canada Pension Plan or Quebec Pension Plan bene- 
fits in your statement of income for 1970. If you expect to receive 
payments from either the Canada Pension Plan or the Quebec Pension 
Plan this year (January-December, 1971), give the total amount for 
the year. 


8. STATEMENT OF YOUR INCOME FOR THE YEAR 1970 

In the column headed 1970, give the total income you received for 
the full year 1970 from each of the sources listed and the total of 
these items. You should show only your own income, not that of your 
husband or wife or any other member of your family. 


If you had no income in 1970, or none except the Old Age Security 
pension, put ‘‘Nil’’ at the bottom of this section in the space provided 
for the total. 
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DO NOT INCLUDE ANY OF THE FOLLOWING

Canadian Old Age Security pension and Guaranteed Income

@ Any pension or other payment you received in 1970 as a result 
of your former employment or, if you are a widow(er), the 
former employment of your husband or wife, other than a 
pension from the Canada Pension Plan or the Quebec Pension 
Plan (see further explanation in item 7 on page 13); 

@® Any amount received in 1970 under a pension or retirement 
plan you arranged for privately; 

@ All annuities received in 1970, whether from a government 
department, a trust or a company; 

@ Benefits of any kind from another country (such as retirement 
benefits from United States Social Security programs). 


Please note that you are required to include here only those 
payments or a portion of any of them that you would be required 
to class as income for tax purposes in Canada. If you are not 
certain whether any such payment, or a portion of it, is considered 
as income for tax purposes, you should ask the organization or 
government department that sends these payments, if it is in 
Canada, for information on this point. If the benefit comes from 
another country, you should consult a Canadian Income Tax 
office. 


Earnings from Employment 

If you were employed in 1970, state the amount of your earnings 
from your employment, both full-time and part-time, during 1970.

exemptions) which are allowed for income tax purposes. Such 
deductions are contributions to the Canada Pension Plan or 
Quebec Pension Plan or to a registered pension fund and any 
premiums paid in connection with registered retirement savings 
plans. Deductions may also be made for such items as annual 
union, professional or like dues. 


Net Professional Fees Earned 
If you are a professional person, state the net amount of pro- 
fessional fees earned in 1970. 


Net Profits from Business or Other Types of Self-Employment. 
(Include Profits from Farming and Fishing.) 


If you operated a business of any kind, or were a farmer or 
fisherman in 1970, state your net profits for that year, calculated 
in the same way as for income tax purposes. 


Net Dividends 

Give the total net dividends received or to be received for 1970 

from both Canadian and non-resident corporations. The net 

amount will be gross dividends less applicable depletion and/or 

‘carrying charges”’, if any, payable for the year. Carrying charges 

include: : 

@ interest paid on money borrowed to purchase the investment 
which produced the dividend; 

@ fees paid for the management or safe custody of such invest- 
ments, not including brokerage or transfer charges in buying 
or selling securities; 

@ safety deposit box charges; 

® accounting fees paid for the recording of the investment 
income; 

® one-half of investment counsel fees paid. 


The credit of 20 per cent allowed against income tax in respect - 
of dividends from Canadian companies may not be deducted in 
computing net dividends. 


Net Bank, Bond, Mortgage or Other Interest 

Under this heading report the total of all net bond interest, bank 
interest, credit union interest, the interest portion of mortgage 
payments or any other interest in respect of property of any 
nature you may own, received in 1970. Net interest is the gross 
amount Jess any carrying charges of the type listed in item (5) 
if not previously claimed against dividends. 


Net Rents from Property 

Report only the net amount received in 1970, whether from 
rooms, dwellings, buildings, land or any other property you 
owned or operated. The net amount is the balance left after 
deducting from the total of the rents received certain allowable 
expenses on the property; for example, property taxes, insurance, 
small maintenance repairs, etc., which apply to the rented portion 
of the property.
